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DECLARATORY1  RESOLUTION  NO.  261-1914. 


Dor  the  opening,  widening  and  extending  of  Lexington  Avenue 
from  Calhoun  Street  to  the  alley  wee t of  Hoagland  Avenue. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  open, 
widen  and  extend  Lexington  Avenue  from  Calhoun  Street  to  the  alley 
west  of  Hoagland  Avenue,  Said  opening,  widening  and  extending  as 
herein  described  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  street 
purposes  the  following  described  parts  of  lots  and  parcels  of  land; 
a piece  of  gx'ound  commencing  at  the  south  east  corner  of  Lot  Ho.  26 
Calhoun  Addition,  thence  south  fifty  (50)  feet,  thence  west  one 
hundred  fifty  (150)  feet,  thence  North  fifty  (50)  feet,  thence  east 
one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning,  also 
a strip  of  ground  twenty-three  (23)  feet  in  width  commencing  at  the 
southwest  corner  of  Lot  Ho.  26  Calhoun  Addition,  thence  west  across 
Lots  Nos.  1,2  and  3 Boergers  Subdivision  to  the  south  east,  corner  of 
Lot  No.  30  Boergers  3rf5  Addition,  thence  south  twenty- three  (23)  feet 
thence  East  to  a point  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet  west  of 
Calhoun  Street,  thence  North  twenty-three  (23)  feet  to  place  of 
beginning,  also  the  North  twenty-seven  (27)  feet  of  Hq,nna  and  Hamilton 
Lot  No.  11  Sub.  of  Ri chard svi lie  Reserve.  More  particularly  described 
as  follows.

Addition,  west  of  the  East  line  of  Calhoun  Place  Addition  and  North 
of  the  south  city  limits  line.
